MILLIONS ARE LOST 
IN LEASE OF W. & A 


STATES ALEXANDER 


Georgia Should Profit Fi- 
nancially by Use of State 
Road by Other Railways, 
He Tells Joint Committee. 
OPPOSED TO THE SALE 

_OF TERMINAL PROPERTY 


Former Gov. Brown Says 
State Should Not Seek to 
Prevent Construction of a 
Road Paralleling W. & A. 


That the present legislature should 
provide some state office, the duty of 
which will be especially to look after 
all matters pertaining to the Western 
and Atlantic railroad, in which the 
state is interested; that the present as- 
sembly should take no action toward 
the re-leasing the state’s property, but 
instead should make provision for ob- 
taining all information necessary to 
making such a re-lease by a future leg- 
islature;: that the new lease of the 
Western and Atlantic should be for a 
term not longer than thirty vears, and 
that the state should exclude from that 
lease all property not to be used for 
railroad purposes and see that the 
terms of the lease arg, not being en- 
croached upon, were the _ principal 
points urged upon the senate and house 
Western and Atlantic committee by 
Hooper Alexander, sometime attorney 
for the state in the Chattanooga ter- 
minals question, who addressed these 
committees in the senate chamber last 
night. 

Ic:x-Governor Joseph M. Brown also 
addressed the committees. He opposed 
any move to prevent the paralleling of 
the Western and Atlantic railroad by 
any other road that chooses to build. 
lie also favored a term of not more 
than thirty years for the new lease of 
the road. 

Many Citizens Present. 

There were many citizens of Atlanta, 
who are not members of the general 
assembly, present at the addresses of 
Mr. Alexander and Governor Brown. 

Perhaps the most startling revelation 
made by Mr. Alexander to the commit- 
tees was that Georgia is right now los- 
ing millions of dollars on account of 
encroachments upon the present lease 
of the road. 

He pointed out that the present lease 
provides that the present lessee shal! 
not sub-let the road. Yet, he _ said, 
several roads besides the lessee are 
using parts of the Western and Atlan- 
tic road and parts of the terminal prop- 
erty in Chattanooga are being used for 
purposes other than railroad uses, vet 
the state receives no revenue for this 
extraordinary service. 

Mr. Alexander pointed out the ad- 
Vantages of’ making strict provisions 
about the uses of the property by other 
than the lessee and for other purposes 
than railroad uses, and the strict en- 
forcement of such provisions. 

He stated that the use by the South- 
ern railway for several miles of the 
Vestern and Atlantic road in and near 
Atlanta should be worth to the state 
at least $20,000 per vear. 

Has Lot Not Used. 

He stated that the state has a lot 
in Atlanta not used, and that when 
the new lease is made the state should 
consider the advisability of reserving 
the right to lease it separately. He 
referred to a lot which the Atlanta, 
Birmingham and Atlantic has built 
across, which, he said, he felt sure had 
been done without proper right. 

Mr. Alexander pointed out that, 
spite of the provision that the lessee, 
under the present lease, has not the 
right to sub-let, the Seaboard is using 
part of the road, and the Atlanta ter- 
minal facilities of the+ Western and 
Atlantic, and that the state receives 
no revenue from this service.

THAW SMILED BROADLY 
WHEN HE HEARD VERDICT 


Verdict of the Jury Is Only 
Advisory, and the Real De- 
cision Will Be Made by 
Justice Hendrick Today. 


New York, July 14.—Harry Kendall 
Thaw today was declared sane by a jury 
which for nearly three weeks had lis- 
tened to testimony given in the supreme 
here befere Justice Peter Hen- 
Iorty-eight minutes ,were con- 
ballots were taken in 
reaching a verdict. 

Justice Hendrick on Friday morning 
will announce whether the commit- 
ment which Thaw was incar- 
cerated in the state hospital for the 
criminal insane at Matteawan shall be

While 
the men’were deliberating the 
crowd in the courtroom and about the 
courthouse was augmented by scores 
of people who believed that a verdict 
quickly would be found.

Jury Renders Verdict. 

Shortly before 4 o’clock a bailiff 
came from the jury room and informed 
Justice Hendrick that a verdict had 
been reached. The doors immediately 
were locked and Justice Hendrick, as- 
cending the bench, warned the specta- 
tors that any demonstration would be 
met with severe punishment. Then 
the jury came in. In reply to a ques- 
tion by the clerk of the court as to 
whether a verdict had been reached 
the foreman handed over a sheet of 
legal paper, whch was passed to the 
justice on the bench. Justice Hendrick 


read it and handed it back to the clerk. 


“Gentlemen of the jury,” said the 
clerk, “the question you have been 
asked is this: Is Harry K. Thaw now 
Sane? Your answer is yes.” 

Despite the warning several persons 
stood up in front of their seats. The 
court room hummed like a dynamo. 
Justice Hendrick and a dozen court 
attendants rapped for order. 

Thaw Showed His Joy. 

Meanwhile Thaw, who until the ver- 
dict was announced, sat at the counsel 
table with his chin resting in a hand- 
kerchief, had turned around, smiling 
bravely, and grasped the hand of sev- 
eral of his counsel. Then he went to 
where his mother was sitting a few 
feet away and, throwing his arms about 
her neck, kissed her twice. Mrs. Thaw 
at the same time patted her daughter, 
Mrs. George lL, Carnegie, on the 
shoulder 

The verdict recorded, John B. Stanch- 
field, chief counsel for Thaw, made a 
motion that the commitment signed by 


i Justice Dowling, following a verdict of 


not guilty on the ground of insanity, 
which was returned by the jury at 
Thaw’s second trial for the murder of 
White, be vacated. Justice Hendrick 
asked Deputy Attorney General Becker 
what he had to say to such a motion. 
Mr. Becker, in reply, requested time 
in which the state might prepare an 
appeal. Justice Hendrick reminded 
the lawyers that he had not given his 
decision and that consequently it had 
not been finally decided which side 
might desire an appeal. He then set 11 
o'clock tomorrow morning as the time 
when he would receive briefs and hear 
arguments in his chambers upon the 
motion to dismiss the commitment. 
The jury was discharged and then 
court adjourned, 
Thaw Thanks Jurors.

Thaw crossed to the box and shook 
hands warmly with each of the meg®

“Our aviators, continuing their 
bombing enterprises, succeeded yes- 
terday in causing, important damage 
to the station at Libercourt, the mili- 
tary bifurcation between Douai and 
Lilie. Cne squadron of twenty aero- 
planes dropped on the buildings and 
roads twenty-tour shells of 90 M. M. 
and sixteen shells of 150 M. M. Aero- 
planes furnished with cannon, which 
were part of the squadron, bombarded 
a train that had come to a stop be- 
tween two station, and also obliged a 
German aeroplane to come to the 
ground,” 

The communication issued in the 
afternoon follows: 

“In Belgium, after the bombardment 
reported in the official statement last 
night, the Germans attacked the 
trenches captured by the British on the 
east bank of the canal southwest of 
Pilken, on the night of July 35%. They 
were easily repulsed. 

“North of Arras, north of the 
teau de Carloul and at ‘the 
rinth’ there occurred during the 
trench-to-trench combats with 
grenades. 

“Arras and Soissons were bombarded 
by shells of large caliber. In the re- 
rion of Somme at Frise and at Fay 
(west of Peronne) as well as in the 
Champagne district, near Perthes, mine 
battles occurred. In the Argonne Ger- 
man attacks concentrated Detween Ma- 
rie Therese and the Chevauchee 
heights were definitely stopped. 

‘Between the Meuse and Moselle, in 
the forest of Apremont, there was ar- 
tillery cannonading, but no infantry 
action. 

“On the rest of the front there is 
nothing to report.”

At present both of the carriers own 
motor cars and finish their trips 
shortly after noon. Under the new 
arrangement one-half of the people 
served will have their mail delayed 
six hours at least. It is also pointed 
out that it will be impossible to keep 
motor going fifty miles a day for 
over 300 days in a year and never have 
an accident. The rule prohibits the car- 
rier from leaving his mail, so in event 
of breakdown, he must wait for the 
chance pass@rby.

COTTON AND JUTE SACKS. 

It will be gratifying to note the state- 
ment contained in our Washington dis- 
patches, published today, from Chief W. I. 
Denning, of the division of supplies, United 
States postoffice department, that there was 
an error in the report recently given circu- 
lation that the department was planning to 
substitute jute mail sacks for those of heavy 
cotton duck which it has heretofore 
using.

other material.
